M[ore than 6,000,000 Poles were murdered after being submitted to torture and cruel humili- 
ation; they died a martyr’s death in mass annihilation camps, by execution, in prisons and 
at slave labour. 10,200 industrial establishments, 2,677 hospitals and other health service centres, 
6,000 schools, 3,337 museums, theatres and cinemas were among the many buildings destroyed through- 
out the country during the period of German occupation. 

This shocking figure of human victims, plus the enormous material losses and the unprece- 
dented destruction of monuments of culture, the deportation of people from their homes, the plunder 
of their personal belongings and the barbarous exploitation at slave labour — all this is only part ol 
the picture of the long night that descended on Poland under Nazi occupation. 

Nazi terror kept growing in intensity and fierceness. Poles perished in the gas chambers, in cre- 
matoriums, under machine-gun volleys. The more and more cruel methods resorted to by the Hitler- 
ites aimed at the biological extermination of the Polish people. 

But the growing Nazi terror was met by growing resistance on the part of the Poles. Poland did 
not knuckle under. Though suffering and bleeding, she never gave up the fight. Poles fought in the 
underground, in the forests and on the barricades, as well as on all the battle fronts of the world — 
from Narvik to Tobruk, from the plains of the Soviet Union to Monte Cassino — giving striking proof 
of self-sacrifice and heroism, making a big contribution to the final victory over Hitlerite Germany. 

We paid a high price for this victory. The five horrible years of Poland's occupation were one 
continuous period of Nazi savagery and barbarism which, for ever recorded in the minds of the living 
and in the form of material evidence — constitute a tragic document of historical truth for gen- 
erations to come. If we recall these crimes today, we do so not because of a desire for revenge or 
hatred, which is something alien to us, but as a warning to the world. The deep wounds inflicted on us 
by the Hitlerites have not yet healed and already the echoes are reaching our ears of statements 
made in West Germany, threats and slogans that call to mind those horrible pictures of the recent 
past. Today, when the Bundeswehr is reaching out for atomic weapons, when militarist circles in the 
German Federal Republic are revealing their revengeful intentions, let these carefully collected docu- 
ments and photographs become a warning against a new war. 

Yet there are some who would like the nightmare of the years of war and occupation to be 
effaced from the minds of people. But the soil retains the ashes for a long time. It preserves them 
in eternal memory of those whose death was not in vain. The mere figures of victims and losses are 
nothing but dry statistics; it is necessary to look at the stages of the sufferings, as shown briefly in our 
album, in order to grasp the full magnitude of the Nazi crimes and of the martyrdom of the Polish 
people; in order to see in the child bent over the body of its murdered mother, in the prisoner who 
died on the barbed-wire fence, in the woman sobbing over a mass grave, the thorny road of the tor- 
tured nation which survived, came out victorious and did not forget...

Extermination camps and concentration camps were the largest centres of genocide and destroyed 
millions of human beings. The Nazis sent to such camps people from the occupied countries of Eu- 
rope, irrespective of age, sex, denomination and social origin. In these camps people were turned into 
mere numbers, into creatures without any significance, whose fate was in the hands of the execu- 
tioners. The prisoners were welcomed to the camp with the following words: 

"You have come here not to a sanatorium but to a German concentration camp from which there is 
no other way out than through the chimney. If someone doesn't like it, he may at once go to the 
barbed wire: if there are any Jews in this transport, they have no right to live any longer than two 
weeks; if there are any priests, they may live one month, the others — 3 months." 

(From a speech by K. Frltzsch , Lagerltthrer of the Oiwi^cim (Auschwitz) camp who was the first to introduce gas to 

murder the camp inmates). 

Inhuman conditions, epidemics, violence and cruelty, bestial murder and finally mass extermination 
in the gas chambers and crematoriums did not succeed in killing human dignity, did not succeed 
in reducing these people to the role of mere numbers. Physically and mentally maltreated, half-naked, 
emaciated, living constantly under the threat of death, the prisoners started to fight and organized 

a resistance movement in the camps.

Under the blows of the German Welirmathl. ss’itli its 
oscrwhclming superiority of forces and Icchnical eriuipment, 
•he breakdown of the unprepared Polish army proceeded 
guickly. On September 17th the Polish Govi'rnment and tli'' 
Supreme Command of the I’olish .Arrrted Forces left the 
country' (o take vtp quarters abroad. The masses of soldiers 
remained on the battlefields, and tticre rlernonstraled their 
unflinching svill to defend their country. Tlie last group of 
•ho armed forces foiiglit the invader until the first days of 
October. 

During these battles the Polish army lost 200,000 men. Ten.s 
of thousands got out of Poland to continue fighting in the 
ranks of the allied forces. .Afany thousands of civilians 
perished. 

The defensive war of the Polish people marked the 
beginning of the armed resistance of the I-uropean nations 
against Hitlerite aggression. 


hlazi Germany did not limit itself to tlie destruction of the 
army and the military occupation of Poland. The occupant 
" ’’'Partook systematic activity aimed at a complete, and 
npreccdenled in history, subjugation. Its final aim was the 
annihilation of the invaded nation.

were tiesignatrd to supply Germany with farm products and 
clump lahoiir. 

Putting into effect its plan of economic plunder, Germany 
i.mzed all public jiroperly of the General Cotivcrncmenl, and 
also seized the private property during the mass expulsions 
from the areas incorporated into the Reich. Politically, the 
Germans destroyed the Polish state to its very foundations, 
liriuirlating the Polish government, administration and the 
political and social organizations. Full powers wore taken 
over by the Hitler administration, police, Gestapo, SS, etc. 

The occupant closed down all cultural organizations and 
institutions, did away with all secondary and higher educa- 
tion. The treacherous seizure of IG6 professors of the 
Jaijiellonian University and of the Mining Academy and 
Ihcir Imprisonment in concentration camps, marked the 
lierjinning of the systematic desiriiclion of the Polish 
intelligentsia liy the Germans. This action was soon e.xtended 
to include all the active and patriotic circles among the 
Polish people. 

The enemy employed ruthless police methods, and made 
open, Imilal terror the main instrument of this rule. The 
system of intimidation held sway over the entire country; 
deportations to concentration camps, expulsions,' public 
executions and mass murders wore a daily occurrence. 

In the first stage the Hitler plan of annihilation aimed 
to transform the Polish people into a mass of unskilled serfs, 
destitute of culture; in the second stage its aim was the 
•physical extinction in gas chambers and crematory furnaces 
in the mass extermination camps. 


One of the criminal forms of direct extermination were 
the executions which were carried out in the whole of 
Poland by various agencies of the Nazi occupation authorities. 

In the spring of 1940, the occupant carried out, what was 
called the "AB Campaign," during which several thousand 
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Poles were murdered in the Palmiry forest near Warsaw. 
Among those murdered were Mr. Maciej Rataj, the former 
Speaker of the Polish Seym, and Mr. Mieczysiaw Niedzial- 
kowski, the leader of the Polish Socialist Party. 

The Chief Committee for the Investigation of Nazi Crimes 
in Poland has compiled information on the executions 
carried out on Polish territories during the years of German 
occupation. The information is far from, complete, since, due 
to the fact that the Hitlerites had perpetrated many murders 
secretly in prisons, camps, ghettos, Gestapo torture chambers, 
in forests far from human habitation, and often burned the 
corpses on pyres, it is impossible to establish the exact 
number of executions and victims. Mass graves are being 
discovered even now with traces of bodies of hundreds of 
victims of Hitlerite executions. Nonetheless, the documented 
data given below testify to the bestiality of the occupant 
and the extent of the terror based on the principle of 
"collective responsibility:"

Forced labour camps, concentration camps and extermina- 
tion camps, were one of the principal means of Nazi policy 
for the ruthless exploitation of manpower of subjugated 
nations and for their biological destruction. The occupant 
covered the entire territory of Poland with a network of 
these camps. 

In order to exploit slave labour, the Hitlerites organized 
421 work camps (Arbeitslager), ranging from the normal to 
penal camps (Strafarbeitslager) and all the way to the worst 
type (Straflager). Irrespective of their names, these camps 
were of a destructive nature, due to the starvation food 
rations, exceptionally heavy work and the inhuman treatment 
of the working prisoners. The directors of these camps were 
the masters of life and death of the prisoners, and treated 
them with oppressive cruelty. Petty offences were punished 
very severely, not excluding shootiiig or hanging. Jewish 
prisoners, after their capacity for 'work had been fully 
exploited, were as a rule condemned to death. 

Concentration camps (Konzentrationslager) served 
to destroy defiant elements as well as a means of political 
terror with regard to the entire population. , '• 

Poles were sent to concentration camps not only for 
political activity — for resistance or sabotage — but also 
for carrying food from the villages to the cities, for failure 


to deliver compulsory supplies, etc. Besides this, vast numbers 
of innocent people were ‘ sent to these camps; those 
accidentally caught in the streets, trains or houses, or victims 
of mass expulsions. 

The concentration camps in Poland were actually extermina- 
tion campsj prisoners were most often suffocated in gas 
chambers. Thousands of new prisoners replaced those who 
had been murdered or died. These in turn were replaced by 
nevl contingents of victims. 

The biggest in size and containing the largest number of 
confined and murdered^ prisoners, the most inhuman and 
monstrous as regards the immensity and variety of crimes 
committed there was the O s w i g c i m-B i r k e n a u camp 
with its 23 affiliated camps known universally under, the 
name of "K Z — Lager Auschwlt z." 

Even during the war, gruesome reports had reached 
almost all parts of the world of the fate of the thousands 
tortured and dying behind the wires of Oswigcim, of the 
millions of innocent victims from ail Europe perishing in 
the gas chambers and crematorium furnaces of Brzezinka 
(Birkenav). 

The Oswigcim camp was organized on June 14, 1940, and 
liberated by the Soviet Army on January 27, 1945. In less 
than five years about four million people — men, women ■ 
and children — met their death in the gas chambers of the 
Oswigcim-Birkenau camp. 

Another notorious concentration camp on Polish territory 
was the one in Majdanek near Lublin. It was organized 
in the autumn of 1940 and liberated by the Soviet Army on 
July 22, 1944. The number of victims of all nationalities in 
this camp reached 360,000 dead. 

The^ camp in Sztutow (Stutthof) near Gdansk was 
established on September 2, 1939. The corroborated number 
of prisoners murdered and dead in this camp, Vith its 34 
branches in Western 'Pomerania and Eastern Prussia, amounted 
to 65,000. Stutthof was liberated by the Soviet Army on 
January 25, 1945. 

Hundreds of thousands of Poles were also imprisoned in 
concentration camps situated on the territories of the Third 
Reich or countries occupied by Nazi Germany. Tens of 
thousands perished in the camps of Mauthausen, Ravens- 
briick, Dachau, Buchenwald, Sachsenhausen, Bergen-Belsen, 
and others. 

The "Vernichtungslager" (extermination) camps 
were places of ' mass murder. Prisoners conveyed to these 
camps in large transports were, as a rule, immediately put 
to death. Mass executions were carried out in gas chambers 
by gas poisoning with "Cyclone" (hydrocyanic gas HCN) or 
carbon monoxide. The bodies of the dead were sometimes 
buried in mass graves, but most often they were burned in 
the crematory furnaces or pyres sprinkled with combustible 
fluids. 

- There were four independent extermination camps on 
Polish territory. They were: 

B e t z e c — The extermination camp for Jews. The 

approximate number of dead — 600,000. 
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Chelmno — The cxlermination camp for Jews, Poles 
and other nationals. The approximate 
number of dead — 340,000. 

Sobibor — The extermination camp for Jews. The 

' approximate number of dead — 300,000. 

Treblinka — The extermination camp for Jews. Also 

a certain number of Polos had died tl\ere.

The approximate number of dead — 750,000. 

The personal effects of those murdered in tlie concentra- 
tion and extermination camps were sent to the Reich. Clothin .3 
was allotted as SS gilts for German families. All valuables 
were deposited in the German Reichsbank. 

The fact that there were 35 special barracks in the Oswiq- 
cim camp in which the personal effects of the prisoners were 
packed testifies to the magnitude of the plunder. Before 
their flight, the Gorman staff of the camp burned down 29 
barracks with all the contents. After the liberation of the 
camp the following articles were found in tlic remaining 
6 barracks: 34,882 sets of men's clothing, 836,255 sets of 
women's clothing, large piles of glasses, artificial limbs, 
utensils, children's clothing, etc. 

~ A report of SS Oberscharfuhrer Reichenbach. found among 
the camp documents, disclosed that during 46 days alone 
(from Dec. 1, 1944, to Jan. 15, 1945). 99,922 sets of children's 
clothing .and underwear, 192,652 sets of womens clothing 
and. 222,269 sets of men's clothing and undenvear loft by the 
victims poisoned by gas wore sent from the Oswiqcim camp 
to Germany. Gold melted from gold tooth which had been 
removed from the dead, as well as the hair of murdered 
women were methodically sent to Germany. From the Maj- 
danek camp alone, more than 1000 million marks worth of 
plundered gold and other valuables were shipped to the 
Third Reich. 

«• 

Apart from mass murders, the occupant resorted to mass 
expulsions of the Polish population from large 
areas of the country. 

Already during the first months of occupation, Poles were 
deported to the General Gouvernewent from what was called 
the "Warta Country," (The Poznan, Pomerania and lodz 
provinces). Expulsions were carried out in the larger cities of 
the General Gouvernemenl, particularly in Warsaw and 
Cracow, to create "German Districts." These expulsions.were 
almost always accompanied by -robbery. 

To make room for the German army and settlers, expulsions 
were carried out in the Radom county in 1940 — 1942 and in 
the Czqstochowa county in 1940 — 1944. Large-scale expulsions 
were carried out in the Zamosc county, lasting from 
November 1941 to August 1943. A total of 110,000 persons, 
constituting 31% of the total population in the Zamosc county, 
were deported from 297 communities. The majority of those 


driven from their houses died in concentration camps. This 
action tvas executed ruthlessly, with recourse to mass terror 
and plunder. The Germans encountered strong resistance on 
the part of the population which was effectively aided by 
the partisans. 


The extermination of Jews is a monstrous chapter in the 
book of Hitlerite barbarity on the territories of Poland. 

The Nazi plan for the annihilation of Jews provided for 
the following stages: 

1. Expulsion from territories incorporated into the Reich 
("Tlie Warta Country "), 

2. Confiscation of property and exploitation of Jews as 
a labour force. 

3. Imprisonment in ghettos and work camps. 

4. Murder in the extermination camps. 

The segregation of Jews from the rest of the population, 
by imposing on them the duty of wearing special arm bands 
with the Star of Zion, was the first step in preparation for 
their extermination. 

In September 1939 the first ghetto was established in 
Piolrkow. On February 8 , 1940, a ghetto was organized in 
Lodz (later it became the central ghetto for "The Warta 
Country"), and in October 1940 the Warsaw ghetto was sot 
up. On October 13, 1940, Governor Frank issued an order 
which became the "legal basis" for the organization of 
ghettos on the territories of the General Gouvernemenl. 

On the basis of this order, a total of about 500 ghettos 
was created throughout the country (the General Gouverne- 
menl and "The Warta Country"). The period between July 
1940 and July 1941 saw the compression of ghettos on the 
occupied territories of Poland, that is, the liquidation of 
ghettos in small towns and the concentration of Jews in the 
largo and strictly isolated ghettos of the large cities. Besides 
this, work camps for Jews of varying sizes were organized 
on the occupied territories. The ghettos as well as many of 
the work camps (as for instance those in Plaszow, Poniatow 
and Trawniki) were actually places of mass murder perpetrat- 
ed on the Jewish population. 

In the period between October 1940 and July 1942, more 
than 100,000 Jews died in the Warsaw ghetto from disease 
and starvation. In November 1941 the first camp in "The 
Warta Country" was organized in Chelmno. The first mass 
executions in gas chambers installed in trucks were carried 
out in this camp. These were the prototypes for the future 
large gas chambers used in the camps. In March 1942 a camp 
was organized in Belzec, the first camp for Jews in the 
General Gouvernemenl. During the same month another camp 
was established in Sobibor. The mass extermination of Jews 
began here in May of the same year. In July 1942 the 
Treblinka camp was set up, and the mass extermination 
of Jews began here immediately. The Jewish population, 
besides being concentrated in these camps, was also sent by 
hundreds of thousands to the camps of Majdanek and Oswig- 
cim. 
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In July 1942 began the first stage, called "Aktion Rein- 
hardt," of the total extermination of the Jews sent from the 
ghettos to the extermination camps, and it lasted until the 
end of that year. This action reached its culmination from 
August to October of 1942. From April to September 1943, 
the rest of the Jewish population was murdered. Of the 
three and a half million Jews living within the boundaries 
of pre-war Poland, the Hitlerites murdered about 
3,200,000. 

In many places, despite dread terror and inhuman condi- 
tions of life, the Jewish population seized arms and within 
the limits of its possibilities, sought to avenge the countless 
victims of the crimes of the enemy. On April 19, 1943, 
the uprising in the Warsaw ghetto broke out. 
led by the Jewish Fighters' Organization. About 7,000 Jervs 
lost their lives in the heroic though hopeless struggle with 
the ovenvhelming Nazi forces which were armed to the 
teeth. The Hitlerites sent almost 56,000 Jews for extermina- 
tion in Treblinka and camps in the Lublin Province, 

The organizations of the Polish Resistance Movement 
supported the struggle of the Warsaw ghetto fighters, giving 
armed assistance and organizing the escape of the Polish 
partisans. The desperate fighting in the Bialystok ghetto lasted 
from August 16 to August 19, 1943. Crushed by the Hitlerites, 
it ended with the deportation of 20,000 Jews to camps in 
Blizyn, Majdanek and Oswl^cim. 

When the Jewish camps in Treblinka and Sobibor were 
(eing liquidated, the prisoners put up armed resistance to 
iefend in this unequal battle the dignity of man. 

* 

Hitlerite terror struck at the very existence of the Polish 
nation. That is why resistance against the occupying regime 
rvas a commonly recognized necessity. 

In the first months of 1940, hundreds of groups and 
organizations of the Polish Resistance had sprung up 
spontaneously: they were created by workers, peasants, the 
intelligentsia and aii the patriotic formations within the 
Polish society. 

Increasing with each year, the oppression of the occupying 
power , proved a double edged weapon. Heavy’ losses did not 
weaken the resistance of the nation. The consciousness that 
it was necessary to join forces in the fight against the 
occupant grow constantly’. 

At the turn of 1911 and 1942, two leading centres of the 
Polish Resistance Movement were being formed. They were: 
The Polish Workers’ Parly with its armed Partisan Divisions 
of the People’s Guard, and the Home Army whoso commanders 
were under the orders of the emigrif government In London. 

The extent of partisan fighting conduefeti by the soldiers of 
the People's Guard are illustrated by the following incomplete 
data concerning only a period of ten months in 1043: 160 
larger bailies and more than a thousand smaller urr.ied 
erigagemen!.’:. Ihe deslruclion of several planes, scores of 
motor veliicles, the tilowing uii ot m'jte fhan ioo military 
trains and 30 stations aiid rai!w,iy htldyrs and the dcstrue- 


iion of miles of rails. During this period, the partisans of 
the People's Guard smashed 60 gendarme posts and freed 
hundreds of Poles from' Hitlerite prisons. 

The success of the fighting of the People's Guard in 1942 
and 1943 bad a great influence on the future development 
of armed struggle in the country. The fighting conducted by 
the Polish Workers' Party and the People’s Guard ~ with 
constantly fresh successes to their credit — found support 
in increasingly larger numbers of fbe Polish population. 
Their successes also influenced the attitude of a number of 
the Home Army divisions. Cooperation between the soldiers 
and divisions of the Home Army and the divisions of the 
People's Guard became more frequent, as did independent 
partisan actions undertaken by them. Thus the "Peasant 
Battalions," incorporated in the Home Army, fought stubbornly 
in the defence of the village population of llic Zamoit 
county which was being deported by the occupant. 

The peak in partisan fighting, transformed into a partisan 
war, came at the (urn of 1943 and 1944. Reports of the 
decisive defeats of Germans on the Eastern Front servnl 
to increase resistance and helped toward the further unifica- 
tion of the underground political parties and partisan 
organizations. Thus, New Year's Eve 1943 — 1914 saw the 
establishment in Warsaw of the National H o in e 
Council — an imdcrground parliament of the PoU.sh 
nation. 

Shortly, large partisan groups arose — 11 brigades ol 
the People’s Army — which engaged in several large battles 
and hundreds of armed encounters with the regular Nazi 
army, inflicting heavy losses and liberating large areas In 
which they gained absolute power. In only one battle fought 
by the People’s Army in the Janow Woods, 3,0M 
partisans successfully repulsed, througli three whole weeks, 
the allacks of 30,000 Germans supported by tanks and 
planes. Duo to the scope of the partisan war the Hillerltes 
were forced to retreat to fortified garrisons and to patrol 
railway junctions and communication routes, ll became 
more and more difficult for the Germans to hold tlie line 
behind the front on Polish lerritorics.

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Vistula River, and il was necessary to regroup Soviet forces 
before the new, groat offensive. 

To the heroic population of Warsaw,' prepared to make 
the greatest sacrifice, and to whom the real reasons for the 
decision of the Homo Army Command wore unknown, the 
uprising was the realization of the long desired open armed 
battle for the liberation of the capital and the country.- The 
divisions of the Homo Army ns well as the divisions of thp 
People's Army and of other organizations of the Warsaw 
Resistance, who had not been informed about the uprising, 
mustered for battle. The people of Warsaw manifested their 
unbound patriotic sacrifice in the struggle with the over- 
whelming enemy forces concentrated in their capital. 

On October 2, 19-14, the Command of the Homo Army 
signed the capitulation. During the G3 days, when the strength 
and bravery of the Warsaw people were strained to the limit, 
22,000 combatants and almost 200,000 civilians were killed, 
and the city of more than a million inhabitants was almost 
completely ruined. 

The Warsaw uprising was the biggest and longest armed 
battle of its kind conducted behind the lines of the German 
Army during World War 11. The heroism and fervour with 
which the combatants and civilians (who participated in the 
uprising in one form or another) fought constitutes one of 
ihe most tragic and at the same time most glorious pages 
in the annals of the Polish and European Resistance Move- 
ment. 


From January 12 to January 15, 1945, the Soviet Army 
started the offensive aiming to rout the Hitlerite forces from 
Central and Western Poland. The Polish Army also took part 
ill this offensive. Warsaw was liberated on January 17th. 

In the beginning of April 1945, the liberating offensive 
reached Germany, and Polish soldiers gained possession of 
the Polish Western ancestrat lands and placed frontier posts 
on the Odra and Nysa Rivers. The First and Second Polish 
Armies stood on the Polish frontier supported by an armoured 
corps and air corps — a force of 180,000 men. 

r- 

While the Polish army was fighting in its own country, 
the Polish military formations in the West, which through 
all the war years had fought heroically on the Western 
fronts, were now waging battles in Italy, France, Belgium 
and Holland, and gaining victories (Monte Cassino, Falaise, 
Ancone, Bologna, Breda). Beside the First Armoured Divi- 


sions and the Second Polish Corps, units of the Polish 
navy and squadrons of Polish fliers took part in the opera- 
tions of Allied armies. Polish airmen had contributed in 1940 
to the defence of Britain and against the raids of the Nazi 
Luftwaffe. 

Polish soldiers of the underground, who fought in the 
ranks of the Resistance Movement of almost all the 
occupied European countries, particidarly in France and 
Yugoslavia, had also contributed greatly in smashing the 
Hitlerite armies.

On April 1C, 1945 the Polish Army fighting at the side 
of the Soviet Army, crossed the Odra and the Nysa Rivers. 
The war moved beyond the boundaries of the reborn Polish 
State. The praiseworthy end of the contribution made by 
Polish soldiers in the last act of the six-year struggle with the 
Hitlerite invader was the part they played in the conquest of 
the capital of the defeated enemy whose invasion had cost 
Poland more then six million human lives.

annee. En juillet 1942, le camp de Treblinka commenga 
a fonctionnei et on y entreprit immediatemenl I’exlerminalion 
massive des Juifs. Bn dehors des concentrations de population 
juive dans ces camps, on envoyait egalement des centaines 
de milliers de Juifs dans les camps de Majdanek et 
d'Auschvvitz. 

La premiere etape — dite «Action Reinhard* — de I'anean-, 
tissement total de la population juive deportee des ghettos 
dans les camps d'extennination commenga en juillet 1942 et 
se poursuivit jusqu’a la fin de la memo annee. Elle atteignit 
son point culminant du mois d'aout au mois d'octobre 1942. 
Le reste de la population juive fut assassine entre avril 
et septembre 1943. Sur le nombre total de 3.500.000 Juifs 
vivant avant la guerre en Pologne, les hitler iens en 
supprimerent environ 3.000.000. 

Dans de nombreux endroits, en depit de la terreur horrible 
et des conditions inbumaines de vie, la population juive prit 
les airaes afin de venger, dans la mesure de ses faibles pos- 
sibilites, les innombrables victimes des crimes commis par 
I'ennemi. Le 19 avril 1943, eclata I'insurrectlon du 
Ghetto de Vatsovie dirigee pat TOrganisation des 
Corabattants Juifs, Jusqu'au 16.V.1943, environ 7.000 Juifs 
tomberent dans des combats hdroiques et sans espoir centre 
les forces ecrasantes des hitleriens atmes jusqu'aux dents. 
Pres de 56.000 Juifs furent deportes pour 6tre extermines au 
camp de Treblinka et dans ceux de la region de Lublin. 

Les organisations de la Resistance polonaise soutinrenl la 
lutte des insurges du Ghetto de Vaisovie en apportant leur 
aide armee aux combaltants et en organisant le transport des 
habitants du ghetto dans des endroits controles par les par- 
tisans polonais. 

La lutte desesperee du Ghetto de Bialystok dura du 16 au 
19 aout 1943. Etouffee par les hitleriens, elle se termina par 
la deportation d'environ 20.000 Juifs dans les camps d'exter- 
mination de Poniatow, Blizyn, Majdanek et Auschwitz. 

De meme, au moment de la liquidation des camps juifs de 
Treblinka et de Sobibor, les prisonniers opposerent une re- 
sistance arm^e, defendant dans une lutte inegale la dignite 
humaine.

La terreur hitlerienne menogait la nation polonaise dans son 
existence meme, aussi la resistance 5 I'ennemi dtall-elle 
gdndralemenl comprise comme une ndeessild. 

Des centaines de groupements et d'organisalions de la Re- 
sistance polonaise sc formerenl spontanement des ies pre- 
miers mois do 1940. Ils dtaienl conslilues par des ouvriers, 
des paysans, des intellectuels, par toules les couches de 
palriotes de la population polonaise. 

La pression do ‘I'occupant s'liggravant avec les an.necs, 
s'avera elrc une armc a deux iranchants. Los pertes cruelles 
n'cbranlaicnl pas la rdsistance du pouplc. La conviction qu il 
etait necossaire d'unir les forces dans la lulic contre I occu- 
pant grandissait sans cessc, 

En dffinilive, 5 la lin de 1941 el au debut dc 1942, la Ud- 
sistance polonaise . se crislallisa dans deux grandes organisa- 


tions; le Parti ■ Ouvricr Polonais el ses unites armees do 
partisans -groupees dans la Garde Populalre et I'Armde dc 
llntdrieur dont le commandemenl obdissait aux ordres dti 
gouvernement emigre a Londres. 

La portee de la lutte de partisans que menerent les soldals 
de la Garde Populalre pent etre illustree par les donnees 
incompletes que nous presentons ci-dessous et qui ne concer- 
ndnt qu’une periode de 10 mois en 1943; 160 grands combats 
et plus de 1.000 actions de moindre envergure, quelques 
avions abattus, des dizaines d'automobiles delruites, le de- 
raillement de plus de 100 trains militaires, 30 pares el ponls 
de chemins de fer aneantis, la destruction de dizaines de kilo- 
metres de voies ferrees. Dans la meme periode, les partisans 
de la Garde Populalre firent sauter 60 posies de gendarmerie 
el libererent des prisons hilleriennes des centaines de Polcaais. 

Les succes remportes par la Garde Populaire dans ses com- 
bats en 1942 el 1943 eurent une influence considdrable sur 
de developpement ulterieur de la lutte armee dans le pays. 
La lutte entreprise par le Parti Ouvrier Polonais cl la Garde 
Populaire, sans cesse couronnee de nouveaux succes, s'atlira 
le soutien de couches loujours plus larges de la population. 
Elle eut egalement une influence sur Tattitude de nombreux 
detachemenls de I'ATmee de I'lntdrieur. On assista de plus 
on plus souvenl a la cooperation des soldals el des detachc- 
menls de I'Armee de I'lntdrieur et de ceux de la Garde Po- 
pulaire et a des actions independantes. do partisans onlrcpriscs 
par eux. Et e'est ainsi que les Balaillons Paysans, faisant 
partie de I'Armee de I'lnterieur, livreienl des combats achar- 
nes pour defendre la population rurale de la rdgion do 2a- 
mosc, deportee par I'occupant. 

C'esl 5 la fin de 1943 et au ddbul de 1944 quo les com- 
bats de partisans eyant engendrS la guerre de partisans al- 
teignirent leur point culminant, L'annonce des ddfaites alle- 
mandes sut le front de Test, defailes qui devaicnl etre dd- 
cisives, incite a renforces la resistance, a unir davantage les 
partis politiques illdgaux et les organisations de partisans. 
C’esl dans celtc situation que dans la nuit do la. Saint-Syl- 
veslre 1943 — 1944, se constitua a Varsovio le Conseil Na- 
tional du Pc u pie, parlemont clantlestin du pcuplc po- 
Jonais; 

Bienlot apparurent de grandes unites de partisans — 11 
brigades de I'Armee Populaire — qui livrerenl une quinzaine 
do combats importants el onlreprircnt des centaines d actions 
armees contre les troupes hilleriennes rdgulieres, lour infll- 
geant de lourdos pertes el liherant do vastes tcrriloircs sur 
Josquels ellcs excredrent a partir de cc moment un pouvoir 
non partage.

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En juin I'Armec Sovielique ct. les Forces Armecs 

rolonaiscs consUluees parmi les Polonais emigres en Union 
Soviclique, penelrercnt en territoire polonais en pourchassant 
les Aliemands. En juiilet 1944 se forma a Lublin le Comile 
Polonais de Liberation Nationale, premier 
nouvernement ■ polonais on territoire libere. Les soldals de 
i'Armee Populaire rojoignirenl les rangs dcs Forces Armecs 
Polonaises. De nombreux soldats de I'Armee de I'lnterieur 
sy engagerent cgalement alin de poursuivre la liitfe contlc 
I'cnvahisscur.
